Russia lacks 
A-Bomb, Claim 


Engineer Soys Reds 
Don't Hove Teamwork 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3—UP-’T don’t 
believe Russia has one single atom 
bomb,” Carlton S. Proctor, promi­ 
nent New York engineer who has 
worked in Russia, declared Wed­ 
nesday. 
“I think every one of the atom­ 
ic explosions in Russia was just 
a premature explosion,«in an ef­ 
fort to produce a bomb.” 
Proctor is president of the Amer­ 
ican Society of Civil Engineers, 
one of 64 engineering societies cele­ 
brating a Centennial of Engineer­ 
ing here. 
He gave his view’s on Russia dur­ 
ing an interview telling of U. S. 
engineers’ vast accomplishments in 
the last 100 years. 
The White House has announced 
three atomic explosions in Russia, 
referring to the second one as “an­ 
other atomic bomb,” without am­ 
plifying 
further.

sources 
have estimated Russia has a stock­ 
pile of 100 or many more A-bombs.

PROCTOR DECLARED it takes 
teamwork and cooperation to make 
an A-bomb wxirk. and that Russians 
don’t trust each other. 
Such cooperation, he said, “ is es­ 
sentially impossible in Russia or 
any other totalitarian state. There 
I is no possibility of one man trust- 
I ing another and integrating his ef­ 
forts with any other man ” 
“There is no reward for cooper­ 
ation. The only reward is for ex­ 
posing someone, even in your own 
family. Any combination of effort 
comes under suspicion as a combi­ 
nation against the dictatorship.” 
In 1930, rt-octor worked on 
building Russia's second largest 
dam, at Svirstroy east of Lenin­ 
grad. 
In World War II he w as an Army 
engineer, a colonel, building a road 
from the Indian Ocean to funnel 
supplies into Russia.

CHICAGO, Sept. 3—UP—"I don’t 
believe Russia has one single atom 
bomb." Carlton S. Proctor, promi­ 
nent New' York engineer who has 
worked rn Russia, declared Wed­ 
nesday. 
"I think every one of the atom­ 
ic explosions in Russia was just 
a premature explosion,»in an ef­ 
fort to produce a bomb." 
Proctor is president of the Amer­ 
ican Society of Civil Engineers, 
one of 64 engineering societies cele­ 
brating a Centennial of Engineer­ 
ing here. 
He gave his views on Russia dur­ 
ing an interview' telling of U. S. 
engineers’ vast accomplishments in 
the last IOO years. 
The White House has announced 
three atomic explosions in Russia, 
referring to the second one as "an­ 
other atomic bomb," without am ­ 
plifying 
further. 
Other 
sources 
have estimated Russia has a stock­ 
pile of IOO or many more A-bombs. 
• * * 
PROCTOR DECLARED it takes 
teamwork and cooperation to make 
an A bomb work, and that Russians 
don’t trust each other. 
Such cooperation, he said. "is es­ 
sentially impossible in Russia or 
any other totalitarian state. There 
is no possibility of one man trust- 
I ing another and integrating his ef­ 
forts with any other man " 
, 
"There is no reward for cooper­ 
ation. The only reward is for ex­ 
posing someone, even in your own 
family. Any combination of effort 
comes under suspicion as a combi­ 
nation against the dictatorship." 
In 1930, 
Proctor worked 
on 
building Russia’s second largest 
dam, at Svirstroy east of Lenin­ 
grad. 
In World War II he was an Army 
engineer, a colonel, building a road 
from the Indian Ocean to funnel 
supplies into Russia.

bilify for his own act:, as to avoid

the street when his playm tes rush 
freely into it. 
You and I know very well it is 
h a rd e r to train a tot to observe 
while with his playm ates 
certain 
rules constantly violated by them 
than while he is not with them . Yet 
it is a possible achievem ent. You 
know tots who are so trained. 
It 
just takes m ore vigilante and con-; 
sistent effort. 


Since we parents are responsible

So also when a p lay m ate com es 
into your hom e, there will be tim es 
when you w on’t allow your tot to 
do indoors w hat this playm ate doe* 
even in the com pany of nis o w n 
mother. Wisely you require 
your 
child under twelve or so to m ake a 
beeline to the 
house 
when 
t h e 
street lights ap p ear. He m ay r e ­ 
mind you that none of the other 
children do. Quietly reply that it 
is none of your business what other 
p aren ts let their children do, 
but 
that this is “ our w ay.” 


As your child grows older you 
will relinquish certain regulations 
as no longer necessary. 
Besides, you won't c o m m a n d 
your child at any age what to do 
or not to do aw ay from you, since 
you c a n ’t have 
a 
sure objective 
check. 
So guide your child while in your 
presence to observe reasonable re g ­ 
ulations in a fam ily atm osphere of 
understanding, com panionship and 
love with the hope that he will not 
depart widely from them in your 
absence. 
But unless you win his abiding af­ 
fection and esteem , no m atter how 
well you have trained him to con­ 
form to regulations in your p re s­ 
ence, you c a n ’t be very sure this 
training will c a rry over to 
tim es 
and places aw ay 
from you. We 
need to work and pray for 
this 
cherished relationship. 
Q. If I took 
your 
advice 
and 
didn t generously soothe and cuddle 
my daughter, two, when she is hurt 
even a little bit, wouldn't she soon 
suppose I didn’t love her? 
A. Not at all. By your way you 
are training her to want m ore s y m ­ 
pathy and attention by and by than 
anyone will give her; then she will 
feel sure she is not loved.

Employers Urged 


To Observe New 
Child Labor Law 


E m ploym ent of teen-aged young­ 
sters, now that school classes have 
been resum ed, is perm issible un 
der the Child Labor provisions of 
the federal F air Labor 
Standards 
Act, but only under the conditions 
set forth in accordance with t h e 
new national policy on em ploym ent 
of school age youth. 


This 
new 
national 
policy, 
an ­ 
nounced recently by S ecretary of 
Labor M aurice J. Tobin, spells out 
proper conditions of em ploym ent 
and urges young people, parents, 
teach ers and advisors to see 
that 
boys and girls get as much educa-j 
tion as possible. 


The im portance of keeping teen-; 
aged youngsters in school rather 
than perm itting them to drop out 
of school to accept full-time 
em ­ 
ploym ent h as been em phasized. 
G enerally speaking, the federal 
Child L abor law prohibits employ- j 
m ent of children under 16 during 
hours school is in session. 


E m ploym ent of a child under 14 
in any occupation is prohibited by 
the federal law, unless such occu­ 
pation is specifically exem pt from 
the Jaw. Children 14 and 15 years 
old m ay work no mor*. 
than 
3 
hours of any school day or 8 hours 
on any non-school day, and only in 
certain occupations. 
The m a x im u m num ber of hours 
they m ay work in a week during; 
any part of which school is in se s-1 
sion is 18. When school is not in 
session, the m ax im u m num ber of 
hours they m ay work in a w ork­ 
week is 40.

The idea that the heavens are vocal has 
given rise to some of the most beautiful 
language in the Bible.

Only the perfect­ 
ing of their instruments is necessary, per­ 
haps, to bring in, instead of a monotonous 
hissing, the song of the morning stars and 
the knowledge of the interstellar night. 
What astronomers Have long read in the 
heavens is the steady development of order 
out of chaos. 


NOTHING IMPOSSIBLE 
THAT HE COULD SELL ICEBOXES to 
Eskimos has long been the jocular tribute 
paid an able salesman.

Faulty Injections May Cause 
Damage To Nerves, Paralysis

THE Injection method is fre­ 
quently the best way of giving 
m edicines. 
P h y sic ia n s 
o fte n 
choose this method w hen they 
are seeking prompt, highly active 
results. 
Some people have an unreason­ 
able fear of simple injections. But 
the opposite is perhaps more 
common in these days w hen insu­ 
lin injections are used regularly 
by people everywhere. Many have 
become so used to them th a t they 
think anyone can give them . 
Careful Instructions 
C ertain injections may be given 
only by a doctor or trained nurse, 
an d no one should give himself an 
injection of any kind unless he 
has been carefully Instructed. 
W ith any type of injection, 
there is always a slight risk of 
causing some dam age to the tis­ 
sues. Injections In the arm are 
more likely to produce complica­ 
tions th a n those in the thigh. 
This Is why most physicians pre­ 
fer to give injections in the thigh. 
Too Close to Nerves 
Special care m ust be taken to 
avoid injecting too close to nerves, 


muscles 
with 
proper 
physical 
therapy and exercises. 
Frequently it may be necessary 
to keep the muscles active by 
electrical stim ulation while the 
damaged nerves th a t serve them 
are re-growing. It usually takes 
about four m onths for muscles to 
regain their proper strength. 
This type of paralysis can fol­ 
low the' Injection of any sub­ 
stance into the muscle. W hen an 
injection in the thigh comes too 
close to the sciatic nerve, it can 
also cause paralysis of this nerve. 
In giving these facts, I do not 
m ean to suggest th a t anyone 
should refuse injections of m edi­ 
cine given by his physician. P hy­ 
sicians and nurses are trained to 
know the proper sites of injection. 
When the proper precaution is 
taken, it is only a very rare person 
who develops complications.

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SINGING STARS 
DOWN UNDER in Sydney, Australia, an 
international c o n f e r e n c e o f 
r a d i o experts 
has been discussing the sounds which sen­ 
sitive receivers detect as emanating from 
interstellar space. One imaginative de­ 
scription was that hundreds of stars, visi­ 
ble and invisible, are constantly hissing at 
the earth. 
That may be the influence of the current 
saucer wave, and the resulting theory that 
these are devices sent from possible fara­ 
way planets inhabited by beings intent on 
spying upon Americans. 
Hissing in the human lexicon is a sign of 
displeasure, even enmity. It is the sound 
made by the snake and the goose. But it is 
also the sound given off by steam, and 
steam, under control, is a useful friend of 
man. Perhaps the meaning of the hissing 
is a matter of proper interpretation. 
The idea that the heavens are vocal has 
given rise to some of the most beautiful 
language in the Bible. It is related in Job 
that the morning stars sang together. Per­ 
haps what the radio experts are tuning in 
on is this universal voice. Only the perfect­ 
ing of their instruments is necessary, per­ 
haps, to bring in, instead of a monotonous 
hissing, the song of the morning stars and 
the knowledge of the interstellar night. 
What astronomers have long read in the 
heavens is the steady development of order 
out of chaos. 


NOTHING IMPOSSIBLE 
THAT HE COULD SELL ICEBOXES to 
Eskimos has long been the jocular tribute 
paid an able salesman.

One of the factors in the change of policy 
is the decision of the International Court of 
Justice at The Hague which rejected the 
British claims. The British contentions 
were disallowed by the court. The London

Iran would not have needed this decision 
were it not that while the Persians feared 
Soviet Russia, they were boycotted by the 
United States. IS Dean Acheson and t h e 
British Foreign Office believed that they 
could bring the Persians to their knees bv 
poverty, dfsorder, and the rise of the Tudeh 
party, they did not understand a nation that 
was a vast power before Alexander t h e 
Great appeared upon the scene of world his­ 
tory. 
These older nations need to be reapprais­ 
ed in terms of modern history. They had 
lost centuries of power, but they have lost 
none of their traditions of human dignity 
which they interpret after their own fash-

Faulty Injections May Cause 
Damage To Nerves, Paralysis 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE injection method Is fre­ 
quently the best way of giving 
m edicin es. 
P h y sic ia n s 
o fte n 
choose this method when they 
are seeking prompt, highly active 
results. 
Some people have an unreason­ 
able fear of simple Injections. But 
th e opposite is perhaps more 
common In these days when insu­ 
lin injections are used regularly 
by people everywhere. Many have 
become so used to them th a t they 
think anyone can give them. 
Careful Instructions 
Certain injections may be given 
only by a doctor or trained nurse, 
an d no one should give himself an 
injection of any kind unless he 
has been carefully Instructed. 
With any type of injection, 
there Is always a slight risk of 
causing some dam age to th e tis­ 
sues. Injections In the arm are 
more likely to produce com plica­ 
tions th a n those in the thigh. 
This is why most physicians pre­ 
fer to give injections In the thigh. 
Too Close to Nerves 
Special care must be taken to 
avoid injecting too close to nerves, 
lest the tissues supplied by these 
nerves may be paralyzed. Many 
times a drooping wrist, or paraly­ 
sis of the muscles of the hands, 
may follow careless injections of 
medicine into the arm. 
The paralysis is usually tem ­ 
porary, however, and the person 
will recover full function of the 


muscles 
with 
proper 
physical 
therapy and exercises. 
Frequently it may be necessary 
to keep the muscles active by 
electrical stimulation while the 
damaged nerves th a t serve them 
are re-growing. It usually takes 
about four months for muscles to 
regain their proper strength. 
This type of paralysis can fol­ 
low the injection of any sub­ 
stance into the muscle. When an 
injection in the thigh comes too 
close to the sciatic nerve, it can 
also cause paralysis of this nerve. 
In giving these facta, I do not 
mean to suggest th a t anyone 
should refuse injections of medi­ 
cine given by his physician. Phy­ 
sicians and nurses are trained to 
know the proper sites of injection. 
When the proper precaution is 
taken, it is only a very rare person 
who develops complications. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
T. U. W.: My ten-m onth-old 
daughter is healthy, except th a t 
she sweats profusely on the sole* 
of her feet. This sweating is very 
excessive. W hat do you advise? 
Answer: The sweating of your 
child’s feet is due to some in­ 
stability of her sym pathetic nerv­ 
ous system, which is a part of the 
nervous system th a t controls the 
sweat glands. Many times a child 
with this condition will have it 
throughout life 
No cure is known for the dis­ 
order. It is not a m atter for great 
concern, for It will not cause 
perm anent disability in the child.
